‘ Edison Company 


Cited For Year’s 
Achievement 


The Southern California Edison 
company was cited at the recent 
annual convention of the Edison 
Electric Institute in Atlantic city 
for outstanding achievement dur- 
ing 1948. 

The Edison company was among 
four companies competing for this 
year’s Charles A. Coffin award, 
instituted 27 years ago by the 
General Electric company as the 
top honor available to the nation’s 
privately-owned utilities. 


Presentation of the honorable 
mention certificate was made at 
the closing session of the EEI con- 
vention. 

Winner of the Coffin award was 
the Union Electric company of 
Missouri for the outstanding re- 
sults of its community relations 
program last year. 

The Edison company was cited 
for the efficiency with which it 
accomplished its frequency conver- 
sion program “in the face of a 
critical load problem.” 

The award winner and the 
three utilities receiving honorable 
mention were selected from twen- 
ty-five companies, representing 
every section of the nation, origin- 
ally nominated for the honor. 

A summary of the Southern Ed- 
ison company’s achievements in 
1948 told in detail how the utility 
accomplished a frequency change- 
over from 50 to 60 cycle current 
ahead of schedule despite extra- 
ordinary demand for power and 
labor shortages. 

The changeover required that 
the premises of some 739,000 cus- 
tomers be surveyed. The changes 
in appliances and equipment for 
these customers was done at com- 
pany expense. 

Removal and resetting of some 
629,023 electric meters was’ nec- 
essary to complete the change as 
well as the survey and engineer- 
ing or conversion of 614,592 elec- 
tric clocks, 378,536 washing 
machines, 870,251 refrigerators, 
161,612 phonographs, 391,994 
fluorescent light-fixtures, 7,708 
water pumps and some 589,480 
miscellaneous items. . 

Before the conversion program 
began, a pilot area was tested 
and customers surveyed to deter- 
mine the best method of procedure 
to assure that adequate informa- 
tion was furnished each electri- 
city user.

Farms Labor camps were given 
up by the government about two 
years ago because of lack of oper- 
ation funds and in many cages, 
were turned over to non-profit, 
cooperative groups of farmers to 
operate pending final disposation. 

The two camps in Tulare coun- 
ty, the Woodville and Linnell es- 
tablishments, are now under ad- 
ministration of the Tulare County 
Rural Housing association com- 
posed of farmers of the county.

Dairymen participating in the 
dairy herd improvement associa- 
tion in California during 1948 
received. an average income of 
about $120 more per cow than 
dairymen who did not participate. 

The 30 different associations, 
representing 1489 herds in 39 
counties, showed an increase in 
average production for 1948 that 
meant $2,000,000 more income 
to the dairymen than they receiv- 
ed in 1947. 

Butterfat production per cow 
for all associations in the state 
has increased 49.2 pounds in 10 
years. This is shown by summar- 
ies prepared by G. E. Gordon, Ex- 
tension Specialist in Dairying. 

Production records now in use 
throughout the state have been 
developed over a period of years 
to provide lifetime records of dairy

for a few lactation periods, but 
over a lifetime.

Agricultural Extension Service, 
Talate County 

Tulare County 4-H Club mem- 
bers are making plans to attend 
the annual 4-H summer camp at 
Whitaker Forest. There will be 
two camps, July 10-16 and July 
17-23. 

Much of the twig wilt showing 
up on orange trees can be traced 
j;to bark damage caused by the 
winter treeze. Hot weather takes 
more moisture from the leaves 
than the damaged wood is able to 
supply and the leaves finally wilt. 
This type of damage will con- 
tinue to appear for some time. 


TCA weed spray applied to 
fields of cotton, celery and toma- 
toes for grass control has given 
severe injury to these crops, even 
at rates lower than required for 
controlling the grasses. 


Grain growers in southern Tu- 
lare County should give consider- 
ation to perennial milkweed con- 
trol with 2,4-D sprays. 


Roundworms in swine can be 
successfully controlled with tech- 
nical grade sodium fluoride, This 
material is deadly poison and must 
be used with care. Sodium fluor- 
ide should be well mixed with dry 
ground feed, at the rate of 1 Ib. 
to 99 Ibs. of feed. One days use 
of this mix should control round- 
worms, 


Olive growers should arrange 
to spray for olive parlatoria scale 
as soon as possible if the young 
fruit is becoming scale marked. 
| For early apptications, parathon 
or oil and parathon mixtures are 
superior to oil alone. 


Where army worms and alfalfa 
worms are migrating into cotton, 
a heavy application of DDT or 
calcium arsenate dust to a strip 
of cotton 15-20 rows wide along 
the margin of the field will us- 
ually control the worms. 


Celery top, sometimes called 
western yellow blight, has been 
very general’ in tomato fields 
this year. No control is known. 


“Observations in the field indi- 
cate that the Shasta and Lassen 
University styawberry varieties 
are not producing a heavy second 
crop as they did during 1948.

If the 

infestation increases, the field 

should be dusted with sulphur 
to control the spiders. 


Hot weather lowers milk pro- 
duction. This is particularly true 
when the heat wave comes on 
suddenly. Dairy cows will react 
differently to heat, some may 
drop in milk production and 
others may drop in butterfat test. 
cows may drop in both 
volume and test. 


The curly distorted foliage on 
cotton plants now is a sign of the 
work of flower or grain thrips. 
No satisfactory control is known 
but a week or ten days of hot 
weather will stop this damage. 


Sulfur dusting has been quite 
effective against citricola scale 
during the past few weeks due to 
the unusually high temperatures. 


The best way to do a good job 
of irrigating is to dig or bore . 
holes with a soil auger three or 
five feet deep. Find out how deep 
the water penetrates. 


Permanent pastures should be 
irrigated at least every week on 
light soil and every 10 days on 
heavy soil for maximum produc- 
tion of forage. 


Screw worm strikes have been 
reported recently in Tulare Coun- 
ty. This means that surgery on 
livestock should be avoided if 
possible. Unavoidable or accident- 
al wounds should be protected 
with a suitable fly repellant such 
as pine tar oil or bone oil.

wide trench in adobe ground, then 
roofing and closing the ends. At 
the present time, manure beds 
are being ‘‘cooked” in this room, 
with temperature rising to nearly 
159 degrees. 

Following the cooking process, 
which takes about two weeks, 
mushroom spore, obtained from 
the eastern states, is. sowed in 
the manure beds. First mushrooms 
are then ready to pick in about 
two months and the beds keep 
producing daily for a period of 
five to six months. Year around 
production can be maintained by 
staggered plantings. 

Mr. Vigil states that two prin- 
cipal types of mushrooms are pro- 
duced commercially—whites and 
browns. He is now growing only 
browns. 


Main centers of mushroom pro- 
duction are in cooler damper cli- 
mates than Tulare county, how- 
ever, Mr. Vigil is able to get pro- 
fitable production in his setup. 
He expects to market locally and 
also through regular’ commercial 
channels. 

First crop from Mr. Vigil’s farm 
this season will be ready for mar- 
ket about the end of July.
